scribe of mediocre talents,, 
sits with them 'and writes 
down their every utterance 
for the Chicago'Sun Times. I 
And so the tourists flock 
to Paris in droves by the sea 
and, air, filling up the city of 
lights , with large cars, huge 
tips Which all tends to leave 
the French with an expres- 
sion j of contempt for Ameri- 
can wealth. 

However, these things do 
not dominate the whole of the 
city. Well over eight million 
Frenchmen live- in Paris, the 
majority dwelling oh 'the left 
bank. Most of them work in 
office buildings, factories, 
hotels and shops located 
across the Seine on the right 
bank. Their homes and 
apartments are situated in the 
cloistered quarters of the left 
bank. All of the city's cul- 
ture, with the exception of 
some architectural master- 
pieces out of Napoleon's time 
—the opera building, the 
Tulllertes (Napoleon's one- 
time palace) and governmen- 
tal offices seemed to have 
been tossed into a maze of 
smart hotels such as Georges 
V, the Ritz, and the Crlltion 
which thrive off of the Amer- 
ican dollar. 

The left bank, on the other 
hand, is a wealth of culture— 
the Blblioteque Nationale, 
(the largest public library -in 
the world housing the orig- 
inal works of the masters), 
the Louvre, where one can 
vfew Tha Winged Victory, 
Mena Lisa and The Last Sup-' 
per, the Ecole Militaire where 
France's greatest generals 
were trained and one of the 
largest universities in the 
world — the Sorbonne which 
usually capacitates close to 
65,000 students year round. 

Those living off of the 
Parlslenne economy and not 
wishing to appear as The Ugly 
American, usually reside in 
the crooked cornered sections 
of St. Germain des Pres, St. 
Michel or even in POrteny 
where the poor and low-paid 
factory workers live. Stay- 
ing away from such sections. 
as the Latin Quarter and 
Montparnasse with their by- 
ways over-run with American 
tourists looking for artists 
with beards similar to that of 
one searching out the freak 
show at a carnival. For those 
Americans who work - year 
round In Paris it is not a 
travel-poster city but a very 
real town to live In. 

For those who go to Paris 
to find the city "they've heard, 
so much about," life in that' 
city is diffused Into sitting 
under those curious striped 
awnings oh top of a bill called 
Montmartre where they can 
view the whole of the city at 
night or strolling through the 
follies and bistro section and 
never seeing the red meat 
'hung up In the windows of, 
the little butcher shops across

the bottle. , Andrew . . TUrn- 
bull's worshipful, (but still 
compassionately written) 'bi- 
ography '.of |Scdtt(.' Fitzgeraut 
has recently hit the book 
stands. Then, too, at Vir- 
ginia University we have the 
"F i t z g e raid Newsletter** 
which contains quarterly ex- 
egesis upon the man and his 
works. 

The details of Fitzgerald's 
life are so familiar to all liter- 
ati today (particularly the 
editor of this paper) that it 
would be frightfully redund- 
ant to repeat them. There- 
fore I shall not. 

Instead let us examine the 
cause — ask why an F. Scott 
Fitzgerald Shlntolsm should 
arise in this particular day 
and age, why a man whose 
life and writings are so inex- 
tricably linked as to be almost 
unprecedented in literary his- 
tory should suddenly be once 
again the Golden Boy of. the 
Sixties. 

The answer is slmple^-Fitz- 
gerald provided the archtypc 
of an age; both in his writings 
and in his life, that age being 
the Roaring Twenties, the 
time of carefree relaxed liv- 
ing when "Carpe Diem" was 
the motto of the day. Today 
our watchword seems to be 
taken from "Hamlet"— i.e. I 
must to my word. It is "Adieu, 
adieu, remember me.' " 

Is it any wonder then that 
a man whose personal life 
was so much lived on tho 
brink should in these times 
be studied as a model of 
Nietzschean splendor? True, 
Fitzgerald died of a heart at- 
tack and was no longer re- 
garded as the spokesman of 
his age, but all the while one 
cannot help but admire the 
"zest" for life he held, the 
feeling that somehow he shot 
for the Emersonian stars and 
reached them. All else had to 
be Inevitably a downhill 
climb, a treadmill to oblivion. 
But disregarding the life of 
disenchantment he led and 
the prototype of Fitzgerald as 
writer, we still must admit 



the river or the residents 
washing away the- grime from 
the cobblestones In front of 
their apartment houses at 
dawn, or the children of work- 
ingmen scampering home 
with exposed loaves of bread 
between the handlebars of 
their bicycles. The average 
American tourist Usually sees 
nothing of this but views the

i Time was when it' seemed 
that every other foreigner 
was gallvanting over to the 
United States to write a first 
hand account of the hew 
country. This was about; 1830. 
Among the travelers was 
Frances Trollopetwife of the 
English novelist, '■ Anthony 
Trollope), who saw mostly the 
seedier side of American life. 
She was mostly dismayed by 
the Americans' uncouth habit 
of hawking (i.e. spitting) in 
the street. In spite of her. 
misguided tour, her book, 
"The Domestic Manners of 
the Americans," makes for 
interesting anecdotal read- 
ing. 

The inimitable Charles 
Dickens also took time out 
from his writing chores to 
breeze through the United 
States. He seemed most in- 
terested in prisons^ reform in- 
stitutions, and the condition 
thereof. ' Nccdncss to say (so 
why say it?), he found the 
American penal system inade- 
quate. At the same time one 
Francis J. Grund authored an 
"Aristocracy in America." 
His contention was that a real 
aristocracy existed in the U. 
S„ being comprised of the 
rich land-owning classes. His 
work chronicles this "upper- 
set.' 

The man who carried the 
sport of "American watching" 
to Its peak, however, was the 
erudite Frenchman, Alexis de 
Tocgueville. ■ 

De Tocquiville's two vol- 
umes on "Democracy In 
America" — with the possible 
exception of Bryce's "Ameri- 
can Commonwealth" — remain 
the most penetrating examin- 
ation of American mores com- 
plied by any foreigner (or al. 
most any American for that 
matter). 

Author also of the "Ancient 
Regime" and the "French 
Revolution," de Tocqueville 
was a good friend of Gobi- 
neau. Now you remember 1 
Gobineau — he wrote the es- 
say called "An Essay on the 
Inequality of Human Races"? 
That's the book that started 
all that racial superiority 
stuff which eventually led to 
Nietzsche, Nazism, and all the 
rest. 

Few people have ever read 
"Democracy In America," but 
most everyone talks about It. 
Therefore, it must be a clas- 
sic. Wasn't it Gibbon who 
said that— "A classic is a 
book everyone talks about 
but nobody reads"?

Adaption .of Zoning

Jones, requesting payment 
for the work done to Gra- 
ham's apartment. "These are 
not my bills," protested Mrs. 
Jones, "they're Mr.:cGra r 
ham's and I thought he /had 
paid thorn. Anyway, His 
lease provides 1 do hot have 
to pay this type of bills." ' 

Upon consulting her attor- 
ney, Mrs. Jones was dismayed 
to learn . that under Illinois 
law the workmen had Hens 
against her building for tho 
cost of their Improvements, 
even though Graham's lease 
stated that his debts were not 
to create liens. 

Mrs. Jones discovered that 
a lieu may arise against the 
landlord's property when a 
tenant has improvements 
made In his apartment with 
tho landlord's consent regard- 
less of the terms of the lease. 
However, if Mrs. Jones had 
not known of the work being 
done, Illinois law protects her 
and no lien arises. 
Precautions for Landlords 

There arc certain steps 
Mrs. Jones can take to pro- 
tect' herself against liens 
caused by tenants. For ex- 
ample, she can rcfuso to per- 
mit the work to be done un- 
less money for payment is 
first deposited with her. Or 
she can refuse unless each 
workman gives her a. written 
waiver of Hen before he be- 
gins work.
